CAP)— Mrs. Vernon F, Dahmer 
Sr. told a Federal court jury 
Tuesday her husband urged 
her to move their children to 
safety while he fired at the 
firebomb attackers of their 
home and grocery. 

Mrs. Dahmer, 43-year-old 
school teacher, opened the tes- 
timony in the conspiracy trial 
of 11 Jones County Ku Klux 
Klansmen charged with con- 
spiring to "Intim i d a t e, 
threaten and coerce” the Hat- 
tiesburg Negro because of his 
voter registration activities. 

The pre-dawn attack took 
place Jan. 10, 1966. Dahmer 
died several hours later. 

Only five witnesses testified 
daring nearly nine hours 
Tuesday. The slow pace 


escaped through 
low.
